The Nevr C»u«iil lo London. 


George N. Sanders, the new Consul to 


London, vice Thos. Aspinwall, ia nostrangor, 
by reputation at least, to the readers of the 
Evening Post. He has been for many years 
an active politician, though this, we believe, 
is the first time he has ever held office. 
He 


first attracted Attention in this section of the 
country »s the projector of what was known 
as the Ebony line of steamers. His plan 
contemplated the construction of four steam-' 
ers, of 4,000 tons ; each," on which he asked 
the government to advance $2,400,000, for 
tho purpose, of transporting free negroes and 
llio mails to Liberia, with the privilege of 
trading along ihe western coast of Africa and 
Europe at discretion. Absurd and prepos- 
terous as the proposition wns, Sanders came 
within two or three votes of getting the ap- 
propriation from Congress; and it was from 
no excess of virtue in tha't body that lie 
failed. 
In this, as in most of his operations, 


Sanders was associated with George Law, 
whose previous success in getting ocean mail 
contracts had led them to suppose there was 
no job too outrageous lor Congress to couti-; 
tenance, if the mnrgin for douceurs was only 
largo enough to overcome other conflicting 
temptations. 


Sunders was also associated with Law in 


the famous musket purchase, the particulars 
of which appeared a year or two sinco in 
tho Evening Post. 
It, was near proving a 


goud speculation, but the unexpected termi- 
nation of the revolution in Europe took 
away tho market which had, been anticipa- 
ted for them. 
Sanders' lust visit to London 


was to make this sale. Whether his next 
will have any connection with ttie same op- 
eration, we cannot say. 
Of this, however, 


thore is no doubt, that the government hoa 
never been paid for tho muskets. 


Fulling to improve their fortunes by the 


revolution in Europe, Luw and Sanders en- 
deavored to make a market for their guns in 
Cuba. They assisted the patriots of that is- 
land every way in their power, but thus fnr 
have not succeeded in creating the required 
demand. 
It has been said that Kossuth took 


some of the guns—if so, we trust the gov- 
ernment lias received anmo of the proceeds ; 
at least enough to pay the storage. 


Finding that they had got n lot of guns 


that "would not go oil'," Messrs. Law and 
Sanders determined to try another specula- 
tion ; thnt was to rti'ike a President who 
should be all their own, and dci whatever they 
wanted, perhaps sell their Hint locks, or buy 
them buck ngain nt an advance. This idea 
ripened into ihe organization of ihe "Young 
America" party in this city ; the nomination 
of Dougltis us candidate for the Presidency, 
and the war upon "Old Fogyism" in the 
Democratic, Review, which was then bought 
by George Law. and edited by Mr. Sanders. 
In his editorial capacity, Mr. Samlors ac- 
complished two things; he'popularized it 
new epithet in the political dialect of the 
country, and provoked an irreconcilable feud 
between the more prominent rivals for the 
Presidency, which rendered their •common 
.defeat in tho Baltimore Convention, Douglas 
included, comparatively easy.

that the latter was a patriotic service for 
which ho deserved some substantial acknowl- 
edgment. 
Whether it was or not remains 


to be proved. 
He certainly did establish an- 


other claim upon the present administration 
by a bittsr nnd very unjust assault in his re- 
view upon the present Secretary of State, 
who, 
from a constitutional habit of returning 


good for evil, could do nothing less than give 
him ihe office of his choice, the consulship to 
London. 


Sanders is about forty years of age ; pos- 


sesses more than ordinary ability ; is amia- 
ble and generous to a fault; popular with till 
who know him ; nnd, but for an unfortunate 
theory of his, about the public treasury be- 
ing a public goose, which every one who is 
not a goose will pluck whenever he hris an 
opportunity, would make a very unexcep- 
tionable oublic officer. 
Perhaps he may; in 


spite of his iiifimity.—N. Y. Evening Post.
